Balt feot long. Not only will this spark

Be great as to length, but it will be of largo
solutme, cleaving the air o Vs path to the
widih of a good-slzed lead pencll. The nolee
mide by this Nash will be o small-sized roar
or crash of minlature thunder, and the volt-
age of the eurrent produced will he numbered
fn millions, To be sure,( as Is the case with
paturnl Hghtoing flashes, the quantity of
eurrent produced io gmall, even I itg veloc-
Sty Is great, but If its encrgy was properly
dirocted the maching could do gome terrible
eleoirocution on ite own aceount, A wan
subjectid to the force of the Nash would be
struck by lightning just as truly as any un-
fortunate Killed during ono of nature’s thun-
der alormes.

Bo great, It
15 expected, will the foree of current be that
no Leyden jar as now made Is consldered big
enough or strong enough to hold It Im-
minte Leyden jars over three feet high are
now belng made to contaln the churge of the
machine, 1t ¢ expeoted that this machine
will, 0 conpection with an especially Iarge
Crookes tubie, develop X-tuve of such vivid-
ness o8 to pllow an observer, by menns of o
fitioroscope, to see clear through the human
body., But this Is only one of the possibili-
tic= of the machine;

This great corrent producer will be on
exhibition in the college of the clty of New
York, and there acientists from all over the
country will be invited to make any experl-
mont with it they may choose. It certalnly
offers a scope for Jdeveloping new physical
and electrostatic facts such as has not here-
tofore bheen avallable, The immense volume
of the current, in addition to its great veloe-
ity, offers a good ficld for rescarch, Some of

NOVEL APPLICATIONS OF ELECTRICITY.

An English eloctriclan, who ls employed in
W cotton factory near Moscow, Ruseia, has a
quaint inventive faculty which he delights
to occupy In showing the novel things that
electrleity can do. Some time ago he in-
vented an electrical detector of sham din-
monds. Ha has now an lmproved apparatus
for thls purpose. The metal aluminum pos-
sesses the remarkable property of leaving
metallle lmpressions  on  molstened  glass,
plate or spurious dinmonds, while 1t leaves
no mark of any kind on genulne gems, A
thin aluminum disk 1s driven at a high epeed
by an electric motor, and the gems to be
tested, which are exposed to the influence
of the revolving disk, are kepl molst by the
delpplng of water from a glass funnel. This
test Is sald to be declsive. Another invention
wils sugeested by constant trouble witiv the
ropo trapsmizlon In the cotton mill.  Most
of the ropes were made of cotton, the rest
belng of hemp.  After long wear and tear
they would be gradually torn apart, and as
the parted strands usually became entangled
with the remalnlng ropes, conslderable dam-
neo was done to the adjoining wallg, journnals,
pulleys and #haft boxes. A plece of board
wih balances] near the dreiving pulley and
fitted with n copper fork and two metal cups
contalnlng mercury, A8 soon' #8 the loose
ends of the worn rope began to lnsh about
they struck the board, the balonce of which
wns dextroyed, and the prongs of the metallic
fork woeroe plunged into the mercurial cups,
making an electric contact and closing an
clectria elreult.  The alatm was thus glven
in the maln epgine room by the ringing of
rn bell and the engine was stopped untll a
| mew rope wng put on. The maln shalt of the
englue lg also lubricated by an electrival
attachiment, and if by any chance the oll
cengers to he dellvered to the upper part of
the bearings an electric bell in the
engine room aunnounces the faoet. The
temperatures of the different rooms In the
factory are regulated by a special thermo-
etntic arrangement of great simpliclty. An-
other invention which emanates from the
'_snml- fertile source employs electrie heat for
teuiting thick glass tubes for making statin
machines, barometric tubes, eto. Every
chemist or eleotriclun engaged In this class
of work knows the diffleulty of getting a
smooth and even cut at the exact spot de-
slred, The usual procedure I8 to wind some
cotton thread, wick or fiber around the se-
lected spot on the tube, molsten it with
methylated spirits, and apply a light to it
The application of a few drops of cold water
will then creck the glass. The Improved
method of accomplishing this iy to clamp
up the tube securcly, put around It a ring
of platinuin wire and turn on the current
through a sultable resistance, The tube ia
then dropped into a vesiel contalning water,
and the crack is clean and smooth. Sheet
gloss can be cut In the same way, but hore
no application of water 18 necessary; the
mere placing of the red-hot platinum wire
on the glags does the work. In one of the
experlments In the Russian faclory a very
practical applicatlon of the X-rays was in-
ftinted, It was necessary to ascertaln the
resistunee and insulation of a length of
silken flexible double wire, The non-deflec-
tlon of the galvanoscope showed that one of
the compound strands was broken. It would
have been o imost tedious job to unwind the
éflkken, rubhber and  ecotton insulation in
order to find ov: the breakage, and then
put back the threo Inculating layers, as the
wira was svine hundred feet long. Tho X-
rava, were turned on, the wire was uncoiled
and examined through a fluoroscope. Tho
defective place was soon found, the wire
was cut at the particular spot, the ends were
joined colectrically and the work went on,

This Is the American baby carriage,
Its Introduction to the appreciative Hindoo
Is of recent date and knowledge of It Is
still strictly llmited, says the New York
Tribupe. A few months ago a man in this
city, who counducts the principal part of
hig busineas In Indla, gent as a present to
the superintendent of his eastern house a
wicker baby carriage of the familiar pattern
geen every day In streets and parks. The
delight of the reciplent wag unbounded and
wis eloguently expressed In a letter of
thanks. Nothing like the new article had
ever been seen in the neighborhood of
Ahmedabad, or, for that matter, probahly
not in any other part of the emplre. Aftor
singing the praises of the wicker carringe,
as contrasted with the clumsy, box-shapod
English perambulator of wood, the Hindoo
concluded his letter by requesting that two
or three more of the vehicles be sent to
him, that he might make presonts to his
friends.

Lemon Extract

Man Gets Drank on
And Diex In Delirium.

Frank Baker of Plitsburg, Pa., obtained
probably the most remarkable and unigue
case of Intoxication on record, but it cost
him hig life. He got drunk by Imbiblug

lomon essence, an extract such a= ls used in
flavoring pastry and sauces, and s ef-
focts were more severe than the most fiery
hrand of whisky, for it sent him Into de
Wrium tremens, from which he did opot re-
cover.

Haker was absut 80 years of age, and
was employed by Farguson & Co,, contract-
ars, to cook for a eamp of workmen on
the new Plttsburg, Bessemor and Lake Erie
rallroad. It 15 konown as  Russell’'a camp,
and Is loeated in Plum townehip, near Ve-
ronn. Daker sent his assistant to the con-
tractor's storehosseto get a dozen bottles
of extract of lemen. These were turned over
to Baker, and durdeg the afterncon and even-
ing it was potleed that he was decldedly
intoxicated, His oompanions were unpable
to find out where he got his drinks, as no

intoxleating  liquors: are permitted in the
camp. )
As the night wore on Baker's condition

prew more serious, for he bicame more ln-
toxicated, and finglly developed s bad case
of delirium. The wanp becsme alarmed and
sent for Dr. M, O Hawk, of Good Intent,
o small hamiet o few miles distant, The doc-
tor administered opdates and did all with
in his power to give the sufferer rellef
but It was to mo-purpose, aod Baker died
at 6:16 Monday morning

The coroner developed some starling facts
concerning the cause of the man's death.
1t was found that be had drupnk the contents
of ten and & hall bottles of the dozen of
lemon extract, the bottles being of betwoen
two and three ounces capacily. ex
tract contalns alcohol and lemon acld, and
though a poor substitute for whisky, It was
evident he had drunk It as a stimulant.

The fuct that Baker was successful up to
s ceértain point In gelting intoxicated on
lomon essence, brought out the query at the
lnquest whither this apparently harmioss
and certainly useful flavoring extract con-
tuined a greater proportion of alechol, and
whether It was ever known to be used as a

stimulant by those addicted to alcohuli
irinks Dir, Hawk explained that one of
the principal ingredients was alcohol, but

that 1t was acid that had caused the heart
waralysls In Baker's case.  Nooe of the
witnesses had ever heard of Baker or any
e elso using It as & stimulant, and there
yogms 1o be no doubt that the case stands
alooe and wilbout paralisl

Cnreer of Mojor Helle Hesnolids of
Tow s In the Army,

It would be intereeting to note how many
women served as soldicrs on both sides In the
oivil war. There were many of them, says
& writer In  the Chlcago Times-Herald,
enough for several companies, no doubt, and
somo af them distinguished themselves, won
promotions, though 1 belleve only one re-
colved a governot’s comnmission, Lot me tell
about her,

An lowa gentleman, F. W. Burrington, has
sent me something about Major Helle Rey
nolds, of whom and her service much has
begn written, that 1 do not remember to have
geen in print. It Is thet the gallant wajor
was a school teacher, the very first one in
Cass county, lowa. Ho {ather, K. W. Ma-
comber, was an carly settler in that county,
golng there In 1865, ‘The rall of that year
the future woman soldier of high rank taught
in a house located on ground upon and
around which the city of Atlantic hax been
bulit, Her father had ancestars in the war
of the revolution, and her mother, who cams
from Connecticut, was a relative of the late
ex-governor, ex-member of Grant's cabinet
and ex-minister to Russia, Marshall Jewell,
The bright, handsome, ndependent  youug
laldy was a greal favorite In the new county
and her work as o teacher hlghly appreciated
One of her brothers, J. K. Macomber, is i
prominent Inwyer of Des Molnes, whose wife
12 writer and lectures of note, atd has
taken a leading part in advoeating the righta
and duties of women.

IFrom 1556 until 1860 pretty and vivacious

Belle Macomber did not have to hunt for
schools; her fame was abrosd and school
officials did the hunting. Ehe never had to

tako up with o cull school, where the build-
Ing was n barn and the szalary fit only to
starve on; he had her plek of the best, re-
celved the highest wages paid any teacher In
the county and wak always one of the Hret in
tho new section's 400, Among the young
men who regarded (he popular teacher with
a Jealous eye was Willlam 8, Revoolds, and
In 1560, the year in wkich the old ship of
ftitte ran upon rocks and might have gone
down If & modest Illincls man hadn’t been
called to the captainey, Bella Macomber be-
came Mr3a. Heynolds, ana goon afterwand
they made llinols thelr home, where they
o llving when the war came. Mr. Re _-.‘-
nolds did not walt long after Lincoln's sec-
ond call for moldlers, a call which quickly
followed the first one, bofore Hnding himeelf
tho cholee of a company of young stalwirts
for first lleutenant.

Wiien the new soldier informed his young
wife that he had enlisted, expecting to see
bher bivak down and then brace up and de-
clare that he should not go, he was sur-
prised to see her face wreathed in smiles—
Joy-prompled, glad smiles,

“What do you think of it, Belle?" asked
Soldler Reynolds,

“Think of it—what do 1 think of your going
to the war? Why, 1T am delighted. 1t Is
what you ought to do."

“Then you will not object to my going?”

“Not 1. It I= of all things that which I
have mogt wanted you to do sinee Mr. Lin-
coln's first eall.”

“Don't you think you will miss me and
wish 1 hadn’t gone?™

‘*Not for ope moment,"

It was getting serious.  The lieutenant
wanted to serve his country, but he didn’t
quite like to see hin birlde so confoundedly
happy at the thought of his going to war for
three years: going, maybe, and quite likely,
not to return.  He would have preferred o
few tears and an assortment of chidings for

war

proposing to leave the woman he had re-
cently married, to the gladness she mani-
fested,  Seelng that her bhusband was in
decp water, wag dlstressed over the turn
of affalre, she threw her arms about his
neck and proceeded to give him n new
shock.

When the S8eventeenth Hlinols  went south
Mrs. Belle Reyoolds went with it, taking
the fare of a soldier. AL the battle of
Ehiloh she was under fire until compelled to
leave, While on her wany to the rear she
anw A fleld hospital. ‘The white faces of the

sufferers and the giroans of those not so
badly lojured fmpelled her to stop, She re-
muained all day and all night, helping to

care for and; cheer the unfortunates of bat-
tle, “That angel of mercy.” as the soldiers
called her, spent much of her time In hos-
pltals, nursing the slck, reading to them
and writing thelr lottors,

The work of this lowa teacher of a vear
before camne to the knowledge of Governor
Dick Yates—Yateg of blessed war memory
anid he sent her a commigslon as major. She

was provided with a horse. Her unlform
witd nayvy blue and her shoulder straps the
same as any maejor's, gold leaves and all.

Ofhicers and men hald great respeet fop her,
Often dg the Seventeonth passed other con-
mands the men threw thelr hats in the alr
and gave cheers for Malor Belle Reynolds
Harper's and Frank Leslle contalned pie-
tures of hor riding at the head of the regl-
mant. Everyhody In the army, east and
west, was talking about the woman major,
Her war record was In wll respects eredit-
able,

Boon after peace came the major studied
medicine, and for nearly thirly vears sho
hae been a successful physician and surgeon.
She was for some years a resldent of Chi-
cago, where she had a large practice, ofien
being called in consultation to distant eltles
Six years ago she located in Milwaukee,
While there I had several conversations
with her on her war expoerience. At a re-
cepllon glven by Dr, and Mra. 0. W, Carlson
Major Belle Reynolds was the center of at-
traction with the twenty or thirty veterans
among the guests. It was while at Milwau-
kea that her health falled somewhat. Bhe
woent to Callfornia on that account and is
now practicing at Sants Barbara,
